obvious that it would be impracticable, 
even if desirable, to recruit the enlisted 
members of this force in time of peace. 
The number required would be much 
too great fer a volunteer service to 
furnish, and the expense of mainte- 
nance would be prohibitive. Besides, 
it ie not mecessary in peace time. We 
can train the private soldier in a com- 
paratively short time and so we shall 
wait for him until the issue of war 
shall have been forced upon us, and 
then we shall recruit him by action of 
selective service boards of our cit- 
izenry. 

“But it is different with the officer, 
and to a great extent the noncommis- 
sioned officer, It takes time to train 
the officer and, therefore, it is neces- 
sary that in peace time this element of 
the organized reserves be recruited to 
its full strngth.

MORE GREEK WISDOM. 
LUTJARCH quotes Zeuxippus as 
saying: “ Health is not to be pur- 
chased by sloth and idleness” and 
“ How’ precious’ above all other 

things is health.” 

“ Health is to pleasure what stil 
weather. is to the halcyon, giving it « 
safe and commodious nest.” 

Among the rules for health whjch he 
laid down are these: 

“ We must obey our physicians who 
advise us to,keep some interval between 
supper and sleep and not try to heap 
Up together a great deal of victuals in 
our. stomachs, but rather to take some 
space and breathing time before we 
sleep.” He advises that the interval be- 
tween supper and bedtime be spent in 
quiet discussion. He recognizes digestive 
disturbance as a cause of restless and 
disturbed sleep and he advises such peo- 
ple to eat light suppers or none at ail. 

i 

Again, he stresses the need of being 
emotionaliy quiet if sleep is to be restful 
and quiet. He says we must take care 
of our sieep whether it be continued and 
easy or irregular and convulsive. “ lf, 
at any time, we are costive, there is no 
medicine better than some sort of food 
which will purge you gently and with 
ease. But if it will not yield to those 
we may drink water for some days, or 
fast, or take a clyster rather than take 
any troublesome purgative water.” “ It 
is best, therefore, by a+ moderate and 
regular diet to keep our body in order.” 
“ Venus-herself delights not in a gorged 
but in @ calm and serene body.”

E. M. Newman Describes
